After careful review, it was determined that your request did not 
reasonably describe the records sought with sufficient detail to 
conduct a search. If you wish to continue to pursue your request, 
please provide the name of the documents, the location as to where you 
believe the documents may be located, search terms and the names of 
the persons whose emails you are requesting, and approximate date the 
document was created. Please note, the FOIA does not require an 
agency to answer questions, conduct analysis, or to create a record in 
response to a request. 


If we do not receive your response clarifying what records you are 
looking for within 20 working days from the date of this letter 
(November 12, 2019), we will presume that you are no longer interested 
in this request and it will be closed administratively. 

You have been determined to be an "all other" requester and 
provisions of the FOIA allow the Department of the Navy to recover 
part of the cost of complying with your request. You will be charged 
for the search (after the first two hours) and duplication (after the 
first 100 pages) costs in accordance with SECNAVINST 5720.42G as 
applicable to "all other" requestors. You did not indicate in your 
request a specific amount you were willing to pay. Therefore, in 
accordance with our regulations, your submission of a FOIA request is 
construed as an agreement to pay up to $25.00. You will be contacted 
in the event there are additional fees related to the processing of 
your request beyond this amount. 

Please note, our office makes every effort to maintain the 20 
working day response time allotted by the FOIA and we process cases on 
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a first in first out basis. However, the time it takes to search, 
obtain, review, and the volume of responsive documents may impact 
processing time extending the time frame of the response.
